Lexington High School. While Bruegger’s Bagel bakery

Although the advent 
of Aesop’s Bagels was initially met with skepticism, it now satisfies 
the ever-finicky palates of many of Lexington’s youth. 

If one compares ‘‘fresh’’ bagels, there is no contest. Who can resist 
the sensation of biting through the warm, crisp exterior into the steam- 
ing, chewy dough of a Bruegger’s honey grain bagel? Yet, after two 
hours of cooling, Bruegger’s bagels turn as hard and unappetizing as

nence’’ and ‘‘keeping coefficient.’’ Aesop’s bagels, while somewhat 
inferior to Bruegger’s in their ‘“fresh’’ state, are unquestionably su- 
perior in these two attributes.

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The opening statement spells doom. “So you're a high school senior!’” Sud-
